For better regulating the Butter Trade of Ireland. 



great facilities would be given and afforded, Preamble: 
and frauds prevented, in the buying and selling of Butter ex- 
ported from Ireland, by having the Casks sufficiently branded, and 
further Regulations made and required to be observed by the Weigh- 
5 masters and Tasters of Butter, appointed or to be appointed under the 
provisions of an Act passed in the Fifty-second year of the reign of his 
late Majesty King George the Third, intituled, “ An Act for the better 52 g.s.c.134. 
“ Regulation of the Butter Trade in Ireland

1 o Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, THAT from and after the 

day of next, the public Weighmaster or joint public 

Weighmasters appointed or to be appointed under the provisions of the 
1 5 said recited Act, at any sea-port or place from whence any Butter shall 
be exported or shipped, or loaded for the purpose of being exported 
from Ireland, or his or their deputy or deputies appointed or to be ap- 
pointed as by the said Act is directed, shall, previously to the exportation 
thereof, or shipping and loading the same as aforesaid, in addition to 
20 all other brands or marks by the said recited Act directed to be branded 
or marked on any cask or casks of Butter, brand or cause to be branded 
thereon, in plain and legible characters, the gross weight of every such 
cask of Butter, and also brand or cause to be branded in sufficient and 
25 legible letters on the bilge of every such cask of Butter, the name of the 
sea-port or place from which such Butter shall be exported, or shipped 
or loaded for the purpose of being exported as aforesaid, and shall also 
brand or cause to be branded on the bilge of every such cask, the word, 
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First, Second, Third, Fourth, or Fifth, as the case may be, and as the 
quality of the Butter may truly deserve, immediately under the name 
of the sea-port or place aforesaid, so as to signify and denote the real 
quality of such Butter, as ascertained and declared to such weighmaster 
or weighmasters, deputy or deputies, by the taster or tasters of Butter 5 
at such sea-port or place as aforesaid, and which quality such taster 
or tasters is and are hereby required truly to declare to such weigh- 
master or weighmasters, deputy or deputies ; and such weighmaster°or 
weighmasters, deputy or deputies shall also, at the time when he or >hev 
shall brand or mark any cask with the tare thereof, as by the said recited 1() 
Act is directed, also brand or cause to be branded on every such cask 
the Initials of the Christian and surnames of .such weighmaster or 
weighmasters; and in case the said weighmaster or weighmasters, de- 
puty or deputies, shall refuse or neglect to brand or cause to he branded 
the gross weight of every such cask of Butter thereon, or to brand 
or cause to be branded the name of the sea-port or place from ' 

which such Butter shall be exported, or shipped or loaded for 
the purpose of being exported as aforesaid, or to brand or cause to be 
branded onfhe bilge of every such cask the word, First, Second, Third 
lourth or Filth, as the case may be, and as the quality of the Butter may 
truly deserve, for the purpose aforesaid, or to brand or cause to he branded 
on every such cask, the Initials of the Christian and surnames of such 
waghmaster or weighmasters ; or in case the taster or tasters of Butter 
shall refuse or neglect to ascertain and declare the true quality of the said 
Butter to the said weighmaster or weighmasters, deputy or deputies g, 
such weighmaster or weighmasters, or deputy or deputies, taster ^ 
tasteis of Butter, being thereof convicted before the Mayor of the city 
Chief Magistrate of the town corporate, or Justice of the peace of the 
county in winch such port or place of export shall lie, as the case may- 
be, on a summary hearing b, the oath (or affirmation if a Quaker) of , 0 
one or more credrble witness or witnesses, (which oath or affirmation 
every such Mayor, Magistrate, or Justice of the peace of the county as 
the case may be, is hereby empowered and required to administer) shall

bf ex. branded or marked on any cask or casks of Butter than what is hereby

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And be it further Enacted, That if any person or persons shall coun- 
terfeit or alter, or cause to be counterfeited or altered, any such brands, 
or any other brands or marks by the said recited Act directed or allowed 
to be branded or made on any cask or casks, or on any cask or casks of 
Butter, he or they shall forfeit and pay for every such offence, any sum 
not exceeding sterling, nor less than 

sterling ; and if any person or persons shall wilfully erase 
deface or obliterate, or cause to be erased defaced or obliterated, any 
brand or mark hereby or by the said recited Act directed or allowed to 
be branded or marked on any such cask or casks of Butter, he or they 
shall forfeit and pay for every such offence, any sum not exceeding 
sterling, nor less than 

sterling. 
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And be it further Enacted, That the weighmaster or weighmasters of 
1 5 every sea-port and place from which such casks of Butter shall be exported, 
or shipped and loaded for the purpose of being exported as aforesaid, for 
the time being, shall, for the additional trouble and expense attending the 
branding of the gross weight of such Butter, and the name of such sea- 
port or place, and also the quality of such Butter, onthebilge of every 
20 cask of Butter as aforesaid, have and receive from the person bringing 
any such cask of Butter to be branded, as by this Act is directed, the sum 
of and no more, for every such cask of Butter so 

branded; and that upon refusal to pay the same, it shall and may be 
lawful for such weighmaster or weighmasters, or his or their deputy or 
25 deputies, to detain such cask or casks of Butter until satisfaction be 
made, according to the true intent and meaning of this Act, and that 
the said sum of per cask shall be repaid to the 

person paying the same to the said weighmaster or weighmasters, de- 
puty or deputies, by the purchaser or purchasers of the said cask or 
30 casks of Butter, in addition to and over and above the price at which 
the same shall be sold. 
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And be it further Enacted, That all or any of the powers or remedies 
by the said recited Act given or provided, for the recovery of any penalty 
imposed by the said recited Act, or for the punishment of any offender 
35 or offenders on nonpayment of any such penalty, shall and may be used 
and applied for the recovery of any penalty by this Act imposed, or for 
the punishment of any offender or offenders on nonpayment of any 
such penalty, and that as fully and effectually to all intents and pur- 
poses, as if the penalties hereby imposed had been imposed by the said 
40 recited Act ; and that every penalty to be levied by distress for any 
offence under this Act, in Ireland , shall be equally divided, one-half 
thereof to go to the party informing against and prosecuting everv such 
offence (and which party is and are hereby declared to be competent 
witness and competent witnesses in every such case), and the other half

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to go to the governor of the workhouse, or house of industry, of such 
city, town corporate or county at large (as the case may happen to be,) 
to be by them applied in aid of the fund of such workhouse or house of 
industry ; and in case of no such workhouse or house of industry, such 
half to go to the poor of the parish where such offence shall be com- 5 
mitted ; but for offences in Great Britain, the whole of the penalties 
shall go to the party informing against and prosecuting for every such 
offence. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That nothing in this Act 
contained shall extend, or be considered, construed or taken to extend, j 0 
to the Butter Trade of the city of Cork , or the liberties thereof. 

And be it further Enacted, That nothing in this Act contained shall 
extend to oblige the proprietor of any Butter conveyed by inland 
navigation to the port of Waterford for shipment there, to subject such 
Butter to inspection and branding at the weigh-house of the city of j ^ 
Waterford : Provided always, That such Butter shall have already un- 
dergone examination, and been duly proved and branded according to 
law, and as by this Act is directed, at some other of the weigh-houses 
legally established in the market town 01 other place from whence the 
said Butter shall be so conveyed by such inland navigation to the port 20 
of Waterford', and that the brand so affixed, and designating the 
quality of such Butter, as herein expressed, still remains without being 
effaced or obliterated at the time of shipment of such Butter from the 
port of Waterford. 

And be it further Enacted, That this Act may be altered, amended, 25 
or repealed, by any Act or Acts to be passed in this present Session.
